CROPS Ef STATE AND NATION*. 
The farmers of Xew York state, and 


•earcely to a less degree everybody 
else. since it Js upon the abundance 
o! farm products thai prices and sup- 
ply alike depend, will be interested in 
a. statement sent out this -week by the 
Burelu oi Crop Estimates, sent out 
this week from Ithaca. The report, 
which is carefully prepared by the de- 
partment statistician is. so fai- as It 
relates to the snore common crops of 
this section. substantially as follows: 


Daring June there was plenty of 


rain In the Hud«m -.aUey but rather 
light rainfall in the western part ol 
the state -which, during May, received 
two Inches less rain than usuaL As a 
result crops are uneven. Some Hudson 
•valley counties complain that It has 
•been too -wet to cultivate corn bat In 
the central and western portions of 
the state the stand of corn is uneven 
and growth has been retarded by the 
dry weather. The condition of hay 
ranges from 105 near Xew Tork city 
to below 5<X in the hill section* south 
«f Ithaca and 'Watkins. Fourteen coun- 
ties, mostly in the Hudson valley, re- 
port the condition of hay as above 
86 per cent but there are an equal 
nfltnber of counties that report the 
condition to be below 70. The condi- 
tion of hay in the state as a whole 
is 75 compared with 95 last year, 77 
to 19IS and a ten-year average for 
July 1st of, II per cent. The present 
condition Indicates a probable yield 
per acr* of 1.18 tons. This seems a 
very lieht yield, compared with 1.5 
tons last year: 1.25 tons in 191S: 1.46 
tons in 1917 and 1.62 tons-in the rec- 
ord hay year of 1915 but it i« up to 
ths average during the preceding fifty 
years. Pastures are short everywhere 
except in the Budson valley section 
the state average being S per cent low- 
•r than usuaL

The "condition 
of tomatoes is reported as 90, com- 
pared -with an average condition of 
84, mud the condition of l.ops is re- 
ported to be 100 per cent, which Is 
17 p*r cent above the average o* 
previous yc rs. Combining al! crops, 
the present indications are that the 
average yield per acre in this state 
•will be 1-3 per cent less than usu=.l. 
This is a decline of one per cent since 
last month. 


The acreage of cultivated crops has 


been quite generally reduced on ac- 
count of the shortage of labor. Thus 
corn for grain has beea reduced 6-per 
•rat. poiatasa S per csnt, trtacco 12 
per cenr. beans 10 per cent, hops 4 
per cent. Decreases In spring and 
•winter wheat, rye and barley have al- 
ready been reported. This leaves hay 
and oats as the only crops which seem 
to have been Increased in this state, 
and In the cass oi each of these crops 
the acreage estimate is likely to be 
changed later In the season. 


Ths crop prospects in the TJnitee 


States as a whole have brightened 
materially sines last month. A month 
ago crop conditions averaged 6 per 
cent lower than iisu^l at that time o 
the year but th" forecasts based on 
conditions July 1st indicate, that wsth 
normal weather from now on, yield: 
per acre •will be almost equal to th' 
average during the last ten years. 
"Winter wheat, rye and cotton are the 
only important crops which are now 
substantially below their average for 
this tlnia of the year.

at that—to break Into parliament was 
ac unheard-of achievement, and peo- 
ple began to ask who Lincoln, was.

EATING TOO MUCH. - 


TVhile certain classes, owing to tt* 


stress of poverty, cannot obtain the 
nutriment they really need, the ma- 
jority of people eat too much. For- 
tanately a moderate degree of orer- 
eating: does not appear to b« «ark- 
«dly Injurious. Th» dlscrtlT* appara- 
tus, though compelled to do more wort 
than is resliy necessary, proves eflnal 
to the demand made npon it; and does 
not break down or get eerlonsly ont of 
order. This is but one Illustration ont 
of many that might be given,'showing 
how the marvelous mechanism of the 
human body adapts itself to conditions 
more or less abnormal. It is Incky 
for the average maa that physiological 
laws are not of Medio-Perslc fnfle 
bility. He can violate them to a. limit- 
ed extent vrlthoat incurring the penalty, 
though he finds that, if he goes beyond 
that point the punishment Is swift and 
sure. 
Careful Investigations prove 


that the dally "detractive metabolism,' 
or. In plain English, the inevitable j 
waste and wear of the body, which, is 
the measure of the work it does, varies 
but little for different occupations. A 
diet of from 12 to 14 ounces of chem- 
ically dry food. If the Ingredients are 
In proper proportion and really diges- 
tible, is sufficient to keep the average 
worker In good health. 
One part of 


nitrogen to seven or eight parts of 
non-nitrogenous food is found to be a 
fair combination. 


A very small addition of stlmnTants 


appear to Increase the amount of pos- 
sible work; bnt moderately free drinfe- 
Ing diminishes It 
TVomen eat less 


than men, after malting allovcances for 
differences In weight and work. Where 
a. man eats 19 ounces a woman of the 
same weight and equally active habits 
eats only 14 or 15 ounces. This lat- 
ter allowance, as will be seen from 
the figures above. Is more than enough 
for a hard working man, even when all 
meat is excluded from the diet. It Is 
no uncommon thing, however, for a 
man of average size and activity to 
eat double this amount, or from 25 to 
2T ounces of chemically dry food to a 
day. In fact, I do not hesitate to say 
that the majority of people eat liter- 
allv- twice as much as they need. 


If we do not "live to eat" we are 


very far from making It the law of 
aar diet to "eat to live." The palate 
fe tempted to intemperance by appe- 
tizing dishes when It -would be fully 
satisfied with, a normal amount of 
plain and wholesome food. Probably 
there are few people -who -will not 
have to confess that often the appear- 
ance of lie pudding or pies revives the 
appetite which had been completely 
appeased by the meat and Its concom- 
itants In the preceding course at din- 
ner. We feel that -we have had enough, 
bnt the new and savory appeal to onr 
love for the good things of the table 
Is too much for us. We have been 
eating because -we enjoy doing It It 
is not necessary but it Is "nice." let 
us congratulate ourselves that, though 
gluttony and Intemperance are bestial 
sins and cannot escape their pnruah- 
rnent, moderate over-indulgence In 
eating Is, as I hare said, apparently-a 
venial offense against the laws of 
health; but let tts beware of presum- 
ing too much upon the mercy -with 
•which nature tempers Justice in the en- 
forcement of these laws. 


The high, cost of-beef has revived 


the Question: 'Do vre eat too much 
meat for our own good?" and Incldent- 
allr do we eat too much food of all 
kinds? 
We are In the habit of smil- 


ing benignly -when we speafe of our 
friend the vegetarian, but scientific In- 
vestigation and experiment is cominj 
to his rescue and demonstrating that 
while possibly it may not be wise for 
all persons to cut meat ont of their 
diet. It unquestionably would be a 
great benefit to the race, physically, 
If the quantity Of meat consumec 
•hould be materially decreased, and 
too, if considerably less -food of all 
kinds were taken into the stomach. It 
is quite surprising to those who have 
never tried It before how well they can 
get along without flesh food. Xatnre 
never Intended us to live as we do 
She has provided simple food, in the 
shape of cereals, fruits, vegetables, and 
if we conform ourselves more closely 
to her established order of diet 
should ne a happier and hardier race.
